last night. Mr.Allen has decidedly the best morceaus of the opera, and 


he sings them in a very charming manner. The applause he receives 


shows that the audience is of the same opinion as ourselves. Mr. 
Waltun’s acting, as the Baron de Beaumanoir, is very good, but, as he 
is no singer, the music of the part loses much of its effect. Messrs. Horn, 
Hime, and Mattacks, and Mesdames Brentnall, Conner, and E.Honner, 
give sufficient importance to their respective characters; indeed the way 
the opera is performed throughout reflects the greatest credit on all, and 
must be very gratifying to the manager*and author. The band, under 
the direction of Mr. Balfe, and led by Mr. Frank Eames, gives the 
music with great effect. ‘There is some very good scenery from the 
pencils of Nicholls and Beverley, and the dresses are after the fashion of 
the times. The opera will be repeated to-night, and four times a week 
until further notice. 

St. James's Theatre.—There was a numerous attendance of visitors 
at this theatre, to witness the performance of Zhe Poor Soldier, by 
the Histrionic Society. The characters were ably supported by Mr. 
Trelawney, as Dermot, Mr. Bernard, Father Luke, Mr. Marshall, 
Patrick, Mr. Fitzgerald, Darby, Miss Byfield, Novna, and Miss Far- 
rell, Kathlane. The beautiful melodies of this once popular musical 
piece were tastefully sung, and drew forth great applause. The farce of 
Past Ten o’ Clock followed, in which Mr. Kiddle sustained the character 
of Dozey. The entertainments concluded wlth My Fellow Clerk. 

Grand Musical Festival at Vienna.—There was a grand musical 
festival held at Vienna on the 10th of this month, by the Society of 
Musicians of the Austrian Empire. The concert was held in the Im- 
perial Winter Riding-school, on which occasion upwards of one thousand 
artists, vocal and instrumental, gave their services, to assist in the per- 
formance of Haydn’s celebrated oratorio of the ‘ Seasons,” which was 
performed in a style of magnificence never before excelled. 

A Pantomime Hatter.—On Mr.Abington, the lessee of the South- 
ampton Theatre, applying to the borough magistrates last week for a re- 
newal of his theatrical license, a complaint was laid against him by Mr. 
Pike, a hatter, for having held him up to public ridicule, in a scene of 
a pantomime brought out at the theatre last winter. In that scene his 
shop was represented as the receptacle of stolen goods, and he himself 
was introduced fighting a policeman. He had in consequence suffered 
considerable injury in his business, and, together with his family, had 
been subject to great annoyance ever since. Mr. Abington said it was 
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not an uncommon thing in London for persons to pay large sums to have 
scenes introduced into pantomimes, in allusion to their particular business, 
for the sake of the notoriety it brought them into, However, if Mr. 
Pike had suffered any annoyance from the circumstance, he, Mr.Abing- 
ton, regretted it, and thesame should not be repeated. The magistates 
thought Mr. Pike should be satisfied with the statement Mr. Abington 
had made.
